JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19— 
The Missouri State Highway De- 
partment discriminates against 
its maintenance employes who 
are members of Teamsters Local 
744, union leaders charged today. 

In a petition filed in Cole 
county circuit court here, the 
union asked that the depart- 
ment be enjoined from discrimi- 
nating against members of Local 
774 in granting pay increases, 
promotions and job benefits. De- 
fendants named are meinbers of 
the Highway Commission; Rex 
M. Whitton, chief engineer, and 
four district foremen. 


The alleged discrimination, the 
suit asserts, violates Article 1 of 
the Missouri Constitution, which 
grants ‘‘all employes the right 
to peaceful assembly and organi- 
zation of a union.” Also cited is 
Sect.226.080 of Missouri Statutes, 
which the petition contends pro- 
hibits discrimination against any 
Highway Department employe. 

13 File Affidavits. 

The petition, accompanied by 
affidavits of 13 individual union 
members, seeks a temporary 
restraining order and; upon final 
hearing, a permanent injunction 
to restrain the commission and 
its top personnel “from acts, 
which if permitted to continue, 
will be ruinous to the rights of 
the plaintiffs.” 

The suit alleges the State 
Highway Department, . through 
Whitton and the district fore- 
men: 

‘Has refused to give union 
members salary increases, pro- 
motions, transfers and other job 
benefits to which they. were en- 
titled. 


Has stated repeatedly the 
reason salary increases and 
other benefits were not granted 
the plaintiffs was because they 
were members of the union, and 

Has stated to the plaintiffs and 
to other members of the union 
they would not be given any 
salary increases or other bene-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19—Sec- 
retary of State Christian A. Her- 
ter and Prime Minister Kishi of 
Japan today signed a historic 
American - Japanese treaty of 
mutual, co-operation and secu- 
rity. 

The new agreement pledges 
the two countries to ‘“‘act to 
meet the common danger” in 
the event of an armed attack 
against either one on Japanese 
territory. 

It also extends United States 
rights to bases in Japan, al- 
though Japan no longer must 
contribute to the support of 
American forces there. The Jap- 
anese payment has been grad- 
ually reduced as American 
forces have been withdrawn and 
Japanese military strength re- 
built. 

An accompanying exchange 
of notes provides for “prior 
consultation” between the two

An attorney for the small dair- 
ies in the area affected told 
Examiner Girard their opposi- 
tion is on the grounds that they 
might have to pay more for milk 
because it is being regulated for 
St. Louis usage, that they might 
lose all or a part of their supply 
and that their costs would be in- 
creased by the need for addi- 
tional record-keeping. 

The farm group opposing the 
expansion is the Southeast Milk 
Producers Association, headed 
by R. P. Schuchart of Sikeston. 
He said association members 
feared lower prices if the mar- 
keting area were extended. 

Four dairy farm co-operatives 
did not oppose the expansion 
proposal. They are Sanitary 
Milk Producers of St. Louis; 
Square Deal Milk Producers, 
Highland, Ill.; Producers Cream- 
ery Co., Springfield, Mo., and 
Prairie Farms of Southern Illi- 
nois, Carlinville. 

Russell E. Spaulding, general 
manager of Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers, said a major objective 
of the co-operatives is to keep 
the market in balance in light 
of the availability of surplus 
supplies from Wisconsin and 
Iowa. .- 

A total of 27 proposed amend- 
ments to the federal milk mar- 
keting order is being presented 
at the hearing, which continued 
today. They are sought by the 


four co-operatives, whose mem- 
bers think the adjustments add 
as much as 8 cents a hundred 
pounds of milk to their pay- 
ments.

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Sharp Fight in Administration : 


Over Significance of Cushioning 
Underground Nuclear Shots - 


Some Officials Argue That Theoreti- ; 
cal Method of Hiding Explosions 
Makes Test Bar Futile — Others 
Doubt Its Practical Application.

SHARP DISAGREEMENT has arisen within the Administra- 
tion over the the significance of a theoretical method of cushioning 


underground atomic tests. 


If successful, the method might permit Russia to fire secret 
test shots and cheat on the international agreement being 
negotiated in current United States-Russian-British talks at Geneva. 


The theoretical method, known 
technically as ‘de-coupling,” 
calls for firing an atomic explo- 
sion in the center of a huge 
spherical cavity more than half 
a mile below tHe earth’s surface. 
In theory, the surrounding air 
would cushion the blast and 
greatly reduce the shock that 
would be transmitted through 
the earth’s crust to the projected 
world-wide network of seismic 
detection stations. 


A formula giving the size of 
cavity required was developed 
in a study by the Rand Corp., 
an Air Force research organiza- 
tion, the study was made at the 
suggestion of Dr. Edward Teller, 
the physicist who has been a 
leader among those who want 
the United States to resume nu- 
clear testing. It was presented 
last December at a meeting of 
technical experts held in con-. 
nection with the Geneva talks. , 


SOME OFFICIALS are argu- | 
ing privately that the de-coupling | 
theory would leave an agree- 
ment so wide open to cheating 
that there is no point in talking 
further about barring under- 
ground tests. 

The Rand study concluded 
that, under ideal conditions, a 
300-kiloton bomb could be fired 
so as to have the same seismic 
effect as a one-kiloton bomb. 
One Kiloton equals 1000 tons of 
TNT in blast effect. The Hiro- 
shima bomb was rated at 15 
kilotons. 

Other officials contend that 
the de-coupling theory has no 
practical importance and insist 
that. the United States should 
continue to seek agreement pro- 
hibiting. underground tests, as 
well as those on the earth’s sur- 
face, in the atmosphere and in 
outer spate. 

President Eisenhower thus far 
appears to side with those who 
minimize the significance of de- 
coupling. He did uot mention the 
subject in his statement from 
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Augusta (Ga.), Dec. 29, denounc- 
ing the Russians ..nd announcing 
that the United States considered 
itself free to resume testing at 
any time although promising to 
give notice if it did. 

IN NOVEMBER, the President 
had touched on the general prob- 
lem of attempted cheating in a 
letter to Senator Hubert H. 
Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota, 
chairman of the Senate disarma- 
ment subcommittee. 


Mr, Eisenhower wrote: “The 
best and most carefully elabo- 
rated disarmament agreements 
are likely to carry with them 
some risks, at least theoretically, 
of evasion. But one must ponder, 
in reaching decisions on the very 
complex and difficult subject of 
arms control, the enormous risks 
entailed if reasonable steps are 
not taken to curb the inter- 
national competition in arma- 
ments and to move effectively in 
the direction of disarmament.” 


The theory of de-coupling, or 
muffling, a nuclear explosion 
has been known in general terms 
for several years. It was dis- 
cussed in the summer of 1958 at 
the Geneva conference of ex- 
perts. Dr. Hans Bethe, of the 
United States delegation, pre- 
sented calculations showing, how- 
ever, that de-coupling probably 
could not reduce the seismic 
effect of an explosion by a factor 
of more than 3 or 4. That is, the 
remaining seismic effect would 
be one third or one fourth of 
its ordinary strength. 

AT THE CONFERENCE of 
experts last December, Bethe 
admitted that his 1958 report was 
wrong. He explained that he 
had applied laws of liquid me- 
chanics to the earth’s structure, 
but that he now realized this led 
to incorrect results. 

Bethe said he now believed the 
seismic effect could be reduced 
more than 300 times by explod- 
ing a bomb in the center of a 
cavity large enough so that its 
walls suffered only “elastic de- 
formation’—that is, they were 
not pushed back permanently by 
the blast.

The steel wage settlement should 
not be the cause for any immediate 
increase in steel prices. 

With the productivity rise the na- 
tion has a right to expect, based 
on better co-operation between la- 
bor and management within . the 
industry, prices of steel should be 
steady for some time to come.

For the eight Eisenhower years as a whole, 
then, the record shows a net dificit of 15 
billion dollars during a period which saw 
the national economy reach the highest levels 
of history. The reason is, of course, that the 
Eisenhower years included two recessions, 
one of which, that of 1957-58, caused the 
highest peacetime deficit in our history. 


Two conclusions, it seems to us, emerge 
from this record. One is that being in favor 
of a balanced budget does not balance it. An 
Administration can pay an almost religious 
obeisance to the ideal of making revenues 
meet outlays, but when faced with harsh 
economic realities it will run a deficit just 
as readily as any other Administration. 

This is not necessarily bad. Undoubtedly 
the record-breaking Eisenhower deficit of 
12.5 billions in fiscal 1959 played a large part 
in shortening and moderating the 1957-58 
recession. In the circumstances, it was better 


to run that deficit than to worsen the depres- 


sion by trying to balance the budget. 
The second conclusion is that long-range 


government planning, based upon a broader, 
objective than merely trying to balance the 
budget from year to year, might very well 
result in a better over-all record than the one 
this Administration has compiled. 


Instead of tailoring the budget to an econ- 


omy swinging between boom and recession, 
why not base it upon a realistic acceptance 
of national needs and design it, in combina- 


tion with other Federal policies, to’ produce 
a steady, accelerated rate of economic 


growth? 


Such a budget, skillfully managed, might 
well produce a net surplus at the end of eight 
years rather than a net deficit. Certainly 
giving first priority to planning for growth, 


instead of planning for annual budget sur- 


pluses which ry or may not materialize, 
offers a greater promise of achieving the 
economic expansion we must have to meet 
the Soviet challenge. ;

‘The signing of the new mutual security 
treaty with Japan marks the end of postwar 
occupation and rehabilitation and the begin- 
ning of what Secretary of State Herter right- 
fully calls a “new era of close partnership.” 
Efforts of Japanese ‘leftists and Communist 
propagandists to interpret the pact in terms 
of aggressive militarism defy 14 years of 
history since Japan surrendered. 

From 1945 until 1951, Japari had the 
status of a conquered nation, in which United 
States authorities prompted or dictated gov- 
ernmental and social change. In 1951, the 
occupation period closed with the signing of 
the peace treaty and accompanying mutual 
security arrangement, but the latter author- 
ized the United States and no other nation 
to maintain-forces in Japan for Japan’s own 
defense, or for use elsewhere.

Dr. Adenauer’s Sad Mistake 


Chancellor Adenauer’s admonition to West 
Germans to beat up swastika-smearing hooli- 
gans on the spot is as deplorable as the 
practice he is trying to stop. That is the 


tactic of the pogrom, the lynching, the mob. . 


It could only open up a whole Pandora’s box 
of troubles! everyone who held a grudge 
against anyone else would be encouraged to 
do him violence and plead immunity on the 
grounds that he had only beaten up a hooli- 
gan as the head of the state had ddmonished 
all citizens to do. 

The uneasiness Dr. Adenauer feels over 
the recent anti-Semitic events in West Ger- 
many is understandable. He fears that his 
administration may be impugned, that “en- 
emies and doubters” may try to discredit 
him. It is ironic that he has done more 
damage to himself than his enemies could 
ever have done, by turning to a device of 
oppression when the pressure was on. The 
least he can do now is to tell West Germans 
he expects them to abide by the orderly 
processes of the law. 


Good Record of the FAA 


The first week of testimony before the Sen- 
ate Aviation Subcommittee points decisively 
to the fact that the Federal Aviation Agency 
has achieved an excellent performance record 
for its first year. 


Until the FAA was established, the history 
of air control and safety in this country was 
marked by an inability to keep up with, or 
even estimate, aviation’s swift growth. Fed- 
eral funds were grossly insufficient and there 
was little co-ordination in the multiplicity of 
regulatory agencies. 

Under the leadership of Elwood R. Quesada, 
a veteran of 30 years of military and civilian 
flying, the FAA has taken a vigorous stand 
for strict safety rules, and has met the in- 
evitable opposition. We commend it for stick- 
ing to its guns in requiring storm warning 
radar and retirement of pilots at 60. Though 
pilots charge “harassment” by FAA inspec- 
tors, Mr. Quesada’s testimony suggested that 
in some cases it was the pilots who were 
harassing the inspectors: Surely the public 
interest lies in strict rather than lax inspec- 
tion, and Monday night’s new air crash in 
Virginia only proves how much remains to 
be done. 

Although last year’s fatality rate was 0.73 
per hundred million passenger miles flown 
as compared with a 2.2 fatality rate for the 
five years ended in 1947, the record was the 
worst in seven years. There was no discerni- 
ble pattern this:time as there had been in 
the past with mid-air collisions and defective 
equipment. Everything that can be done to 
reduce the fatality rate must be done. 


Any policy of weak enforcement or of favor- 
itism would undermine compliance. The 
human factor of error, as well as the factor 
of'plain carelessness that sometimes creeps in, 
demands reasonable surveillance and enforce- 
ment. It seems a safe conclusion that the 
hearing will uphold the FAA safety program.

For a moment the ribbing and 
the roasting was quieted as the 
crowd of about 1000 dinner guests 
heard how Bottomley had known 
before he died Dec. 11 that he 
would be so honored. 

It actually was more than just 
a moment that the sadness pre- 
vailed, and when the occasion 
was finished, it took a skilled 
and sympathetic lift from mas- 
ter of ceremonies Joe Garagiola 
to get the show going again. 

But Sunny Jim would have 
been glad that Joe did, so 
quickly. 

.  Ex-Umpire in Star Role. 

Beansie—Umpire John E. Rear- 
don, who worked in the National 
League from 1926 to 1949—played 
the feature role, and as expected 
enjoyed a distinct advantage 
over Frank Frisch. Uncle Frank, 
Beansie’s foil of years gone by,

Spencer, a native of Wichita 
and. still a resident there, ex- 
plained why he had been a Car- 
dinal rooter from childhood un- 
til the day the Giants bought 
him. 

“I was rajsed right in Cardi- 
nal country and listened to all 
the games on the radio,” Spen- 
cer said. 


“When I was rooting so hard 
for Marion, I never dreamed that 
one day I, too, would be playing 
short for the Cardinals,”’ said the 
off-season aircraft plant tool de- 
signer. 


How did Spencer find out he 
had been traded in the Don 
Blasingame-Leon Wagner deal?

de-coupling was presented by 
Dr. Albert Latter, who collabo- 
rated with Teller in writing a 
recent book minimizing the haz- 
ards of fallout and making a 
case for continued atomic tests. 


Latter gave a formula for fig- 
uring the size of a cavity from 
the size of a test bomb to be 
exploded. He told the confer- 
ence: 

“It is an- important fact that 
cavities already exist which 
could accommodate a yield of 
several kilotons. Moreover, the 
most experienced construction

engineers in our country have 
given their opinion that cavities 
of the required volume are feasi- 
ble for yields as large as 50 to 
100 kilotons. It is also believed 
that it might be possible to use 
the same cavity for repeated 
shots. 


; 
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but said it would be premature 
to discuss it seriously until it 
had been confirmed by experi- 
ment. 

Sir William Penney of the Brit- 
ish delegation said he could find 
nothing wrong with the theory 
but added he was “‘not sure how 
far reality would differ from 
this theoretical model.” 

He also observed that the 
cushioning effect would be re- 
duced if the cavity did not exact- 
ly meet the assumed specifica- 
tions. The theory was based on 
a spherical chamber, in solid 
rock or salt. As the Russians 
pointed out, even an entrance 
tunnel would change these ideal 
conditions. 

LIMITATIONS of ' the 
theory appeared in the United 
States annex to the report of the 
experts who met in December. 
The American delegation report- 
ed that engineering studies had 
indicated that a cavity could be 
dug big enough to house explo- 
sions at least as large as 70 
kilotons. 

“The total construction time 
for a cavity of this size in a 
salt dome is estimated to be 
from two to four years,”’ the 
American group said. 

The British group concluded 
that de-coupling might some day 
prove practical. But it warned 
that “careful work would have 
to be done before it could be 
stated that conditions likely to be 
met in practice do not require 
the theory to be modified.” 

The Russian annex concluded 
that the theory “‘does not as yet 
offer a sound basis for any find- 
ings” on the degree of possible 
de-coupling or on the “technical 
feasibility of carrying out vast 
underground construction opera- 
tions at a depth of the order of 
one kilometer.” 

Dr. Jay Orear, associate pro- 


fessor of physics at Cornell Uni- 
versity and chairman of the dis- 
armament committee of the Fed- 
eration of American Scientists, 
has calculated that cushioning a 
100-kiloton bomb would require 
an underground cavity 800 feet in 


penditures. 


On this last point, it is now 
conceded here that after the 
President became ill in Septem- 
ber of 1955, the Administration’s 
careful plan to cut about three 
billion dollars of expenditures 
was never followed through.

LAFAYETTE. Ind., Jan 19, 


ONE COLLEGE STUDENT 
asked the vice president of an 
automobile company about the 
steel strike. Another asked an 
outstanding educator his opinion 
of the value of honesty in the 
world today, in view of the tele- 
vision quiz show scandals. Still 
another asked a corporation 
board chairman how he prepared 
for his job. 


Other students had the oppor- 
tunity to ask business men and 
state officials, women executives 
and civic leaders-just what they 
thought about the qualities that 
make for success in the world 
today, qualities not necessarily 
learned in textbooks. 


All of this was part of a pro- 
gram at Purdue University, 
known as the Old Masters Con- 
ference. Now 10 years old, this 
conference annually brings to 


the campus men and women who . 


have attained success in busi- 
ness, industry, education, jour- 
nalism, government and other 
services. Purdue students have 
the opportunity to talk and lis- 
ten to them—to “‘sit at the feet 
of the masters” and learn from 
their experience, as did students 
in classical times. 


The distinguished guests leave 
lasting impressions and in turn 
the students impress the guests 
with, as one guest put it, the 
“maturity of students at all 
levels today.”” As for the edu- 
cators, they feel it is an oppor- 
tunity to give students not only 
the tools with which to make a 
oe but background on how to 

ve. 


It was this motive which 
brought about the first Old Mas- 
ters Conference on a _ rather 
small scale, when L. W. Wallace, 
an engineer of Peoria, Ill., and 
a former member of the Purdue 
mechanical engineering staff, 
planned a dinner for business and 
civic leaders and Purdue stu- 
dents. The discussion that fol- 
lowed drew as its main conclu- 
sion the fact that, “Success in 
life comes not only from capa- 
ble performance of the task at 
hand in its technical phases but 
from sound life philosophies, and 
such human traits as integrity, 
honesty and human understand- 
ing.” 

The’ conference has grown 
greatly since that first one and 
now guests are drawn from all 
professional fields and all parts 
of the country.

Some questions 
from students may deal with op- 
portunities in and ‘requirements 
for the specific field the par- 
ticular ‘“‘Old Master” represents 
but such questions are in the 
minority. 

“We seek to handle this phase 
through vocational guidance pro- 
grams,” says Roberts. 
“We want this conference to be 
concerned with characteristics 
necessary for success in any 
field and with the contributions 
to living that can come only from 
a wholesome outlook and philos- 
ophy of life.”

A Toddler’s Tumbles 


‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“] AM THE MOTHER of a climbing toddler, and am con- 
cerned about head bumps. Just how does a child react if 
he has suffered a concussion or other serious injury? 

- What areas of the head are most vulnerable if struck, and 
what treatment should be administered until you can get 
your doctor? MRS. B.” 

Probably most mothers worry about this. So do most 
fathers, although perhaps not as often because they are at 
work so much of the time and don’t see all the bumps that 
a climbing toddler takes. 

However, when a toddler is old enough to climb, he is old 
enough to begin*to understand. He is also old enough to have 
some of the surprising ruggedness of childhood. A child is 
a tough little critter. For that, let heaven be praised. 


He’ll survive the bumps of falling down, or even 
falling off the sort of things he can climb. A con- 
cussion needs more of an impact than can be caused 
by an ordinary tumble. It takes the kind of slam which 
bangs the brain tissues against the surrounding skull. 
The weight of the body falling isn’t going to do it. 


For another thing, the climbing toddler may have his 
share of falls, but he will fall in a relaxed, tumbling sort of 
way. He’ll bump elbows and knees. He’ll occasionally whack 
his head as he lands. He’ll make’a one-point or multiple-point 
landing on all parts of his anatomy, but he will rarely if ever 
land full force on his head. A bump on the head is one thing; 
landing with the full force of the fall on his head alone is 
quite another. 

I would be more concerned over injury to the neck than 
to the head. I’d be more concerned over the scrapes, scratches 
and bruises than I would over any chance that a climbing 
toddler would do any damage to his head. In a small child, 
the top of the head, until the “soft spot” hardens, is the 
most vulnerable point—but it is hard to see how a tumbling 
child could land on that spot. He falls in a sprawling tangle 
of arms, legs and smal] anatomy! 


When he is old enough to do any serious climbing, 
the skull is hardening, and he is active enough to 
break his fall to an extent which will keep the tumble 
from doing any drastic injury. He may “hurt himself,” 
but the bumps teach him the facts of life and climbing. 


Should there be a true concussion, or anything comparable, 
because of an automobile accident or some similarly savage 
blow, then there’s nothing you can do until the doctor gets 
there except keep the child quiet. And if the injury is that seri- 
ous, the child will be pretty well knocked out anyway. So 
just don’t worry about the tumbles. Kiss the bruises and tell 
the little fellow that he’ll have to watch out when he climbs.

This matter of listening 
to be bound up with “‘presence,” 
a concept about which the Chri 
tian existentialists write with 
much conviction. When you give 
a friend your full attention, you 
are present for him; and if he, 
too, is attentive and present, 
something like grace enters your 
conversation. At those times 
there are no idle words, no ir- 
relevant words, only words that 
are simple and true, fully heard 
and understood. 

Not long ago I described a 
baby girl who had the listen- 
ing look, the whole look, most 
rare in child or adult. Many 
people never get quiet and 

cool enough in their own 
thoughts to be able to listen; 
their minds are scattered and 
untidy. But as the Taoist says, 

“Muddy water, allowed to 
stand, beames clear.” 

Now more than ever, we must 
heed the eleventh commandment. 
We must be wholly attentive and 
present; we must listen. For, as 
John Holmes says, “A world- 
gales blows.”
